The fluoride program which is 
supervised by the Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health, will 
be made available to preschool- 


ond, fifth and eighth graders and 
to-specia] ‘cases referred by den: . 
tists, By as Be 

The procedure consists of four 
visits’ to the fluoride clinic at 
approximately two day intervals. 
The child’s teeth are cleansed 
on the first visit and. a fluoride 
solution is applied directly to 
the surface of the theeth. The 
fluoride. application only is then 
repeated during the three suc- 
ceeding visits. This technique 
has been shown to réduce tooth 
decay by about forty percent 
compared with the sixty to six- 
ty-five percent reduction obtain- 
ed with fluoridated water. 

In addition to providing pro- 
tection against cavities, the pro- 
gram offers a valuable dental ex- 
perience for children with no 
discomfort. Dental health educa- 
tion by the-clinic personnel, in- 
cluding instruction in the proper 
method of brushing teeth, also 
is an important part of the pro- 
gram, ‘ : ; i

“Lansing — Michigan’s non- 
public schools are saving the 
state's taxpayers more than $200 
million this year, the Mich- 
igan Association of Non-Public 
Sehools reports. . 

That’s what it would cost in 
state and local taxes to educate 


the estimated 333,000 boys ard 


girls who attend Michigan’s 
nearly 1,000 non-public schools. 

- Dr. Jobn Choitz of Detroit, 
Association President, said the 
savings was computed on the 
basis of the average per pupil 
state aid for the current school 
year and the average per pupil 
local tax support for public 
schools last year.
